Firms Penalized\$152,000 
by Judge in Trust Case, 
Agree to Stop [Illegal 
Acts.

NEW YORK, Sept. 22 (AP)— 
United States District Judge Ed- 
ward A. Conger imposed fines 
totaling $152,000 today against the 
Brake Lining Manufacturers As- 
sociation, Inc., of New York, 17 
corporate members and nine indi- 
vidual officers. 


The action was taken after they 
Pleaded no contest to three crimi- 
nal anti-trust indictments, 


In addition to the fines, the 
association was ordered dissolved 
and the defendants agreed to 
abandon the alleged illegal prac- 
tices charged in the indictments. 


The indictments charged that 
the defendants had entered into 
three separate conspiracies to fix 
prices, discounts, classifications 
of customers and terms and con- 
ditions of sales on replacement 
brake linings and clutch facings. 


J. Francis Hayden, chief of the 
anti-trust division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice in New York 
City, said the three cases in- 
volved a nation-wide industry, 96 
_per cent of which operated under 
a controlled price structure af- 
fecting all users of automobiles, 
trucks and industrial equipment. 


Attorney General Clark said at 
Washington: 

“The elimination of the illegal 
price-fixing in this industry should 
benefit all owners of automobiles 
and trucks as well as users of’ 
industrial equipment requiring 
these materials.

the last two years of Republican 
congressional reaction, has fought 
the people. It has won a battle 
that threatens to cost the people 
of the West hundreds of millions 
of dollars in the years ahead.” 

The Republican party, Truman 
continued, is “still the party of 
Harding, Coolidge and Hoover. It, 
is still the party that gave you 
the phony Coolidge boom and the 
Hoover depression.

“St. Louis Oddities” in the Post- 
Dispatch of Sept. 19 questioned the 
variety in the ways that the name of 
Steins street in Carondelet is spelled on 
various street-signs.

In the late 1840s a German immigrant- 
agent by the name of Jacob Stein found- 
ed a small settlement on the bank of 
the Mississippi River just south of the 
town limits at Vine street (now Koeln 
avenue at 7500 south). From a cliff-quar- 
ry there, stone was obtained to build many 
of the little rock houses still in the 
vicinity. The settlement was called 
Stein's Town, but in 1851 Carondelet 
was incorporated as a city and expand- 
ed to include it with additional territory 
extending to the River Des Peres. (In 
1870 Carondelet itself became a part of 
St. Louis.) 

The private road leading over to 
Stein's Town was called “Stein's Road” 
and served not only as a connection with 
Carondelet but also with the rural dis- 
trict that extended along a road that 
led to a ferry-crossing at the Meramec 
River owned by a Frenchman by the

Gov. Warren’s Speech 

Gov. Warren's address was a combination of 
glittering generalities and puzzling pledges. In 
detail, it was almost straight New Deal; in over- 
all conclusions, it was ringing Republicanism. 

Ostensibly, the speech was an answer to Pres- 
ident Truman's remark that the Republican party 
had stuck a pitchfork in the farmer’s back. That 
remark was another of Mr. Truman's verbal 
swings that does the President and his campaign 
no goo@ and muth harm. Gov. Warren might 
well have taken note of it and dismissed it as 
unworthy of the office from which it came. In- 
stead he made it the theme of his address. 

With this motif, Gov. Dewey's running mate 
set out to show that the Republican party has 
done more by federal legislation to improve the 
lot of the farmer than the Democratic party. The 
fact that the record is the other way made no 
difference to the candidate. He said nothing 
about Coolidge’s vetoes of farm legislation. He 
did not point out that the ill-fated Farm Board 
was what agriculture drew under Hoover. But 
he did go on in effect to claim the farm pro- 
gram of the Roosevelt Administrations as a 
G.O.P. achievement. 

The Man from Mars, had he been a listener to 
Gov. Warren, would have supposed that the Re- 
publican party launched soil conservation on a 
national scale. He would have supposed that rural 
electrification and rural resettlement were Re- 
publican ideas. He would have concluded that 
it was the Republican party which approached 
the problem of flood control and land use on a 
valley-wide basis. Had the Man from Mars 
known about the TVA, he would have been sure, 
after Gov. Warren's general remarks on soil 
and the rivers, that a Republican Congress and 
a Republican President had brought that great 
pioneering project into being. 

Whoever told Gov. Warren “that no state has 
gone farther” than Missouri in soil conservation 
and balanced farm programs gave him poor ad- 
vice. Missouri was one of the last two states in 
the Union to join in the federal soil conserva- 
tion program. 

The nearest the G.O.P.’s_ vice-presidential 
choice came to discussing an urgent farm issue 
was in his pledge that the party “was concerned 
with putting a reasonable support under the 
prices of those products without which the din- 
ing rooms of city homes would be scant indeed.” 
He did not say whether he thought present. sup- 
ports were too high. He made no mention of 
them as a basic factor in inflation. Indeed, he 
did not once use the word inflation. 

Gov. Warren made just one telling point. He 
presented the Republicans as united under young 
and vigorous leadership—"“united as few political 
parties have ever been.” But aside from that 
it was difficult to tell actually which ticket he 
was running on—Republican or Democratic. Per- 
haps he was reflecting his present position as 
Governor of California, elected four years ago 
as the nominee of both parties. 
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A Vanderbilt showplace at Newport has been 
donated as “a sort of museum of high society.” 
Shucks. we thought really high society was a 
museum. 
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Not in Good Faith 

Taegliche Rundschau, official Russian Army 
newspaper in the Soviet sector of Berlin, has 
printed a demand by the Reds that all occupa- 
tion troops be withdrawn immediately from Ger- 
many. 

The chief thing wrong with this appeal is 
that it cannot be taken seriously. If the Russians 
really meant what they say, it would be worth 
sitting down with them and talking about the de- 
tails. The United States, Britain and France 
could then be thinking in terms of a relatively 
small international police force to supplement 
native German police. 

But the Russians, with their several armies 
and many divisions in the Red zone of occupa- 
tion, do not mean this withdrawal proposal. It 


is part of their propaganda campaign against |

the Western Allies. 
the Soviet claim that the United States is at- 
tempting to turn its occupation zone into an 
American “colony.” 

Such a charge is twice ridiculous: first, be- 
cause the United States is giving the Germans 
widest possible latitude in their government and 
the selection of their officials; second, because 
it comes from a dictator state which is imposing 
the iron rule of Communism wherever it can in 
Germany, as elsewhere in Europe. 

If the Russians want to set the example in 
withdrawing and to invite military leaders of 
the Western Allies to observe that withdrawal 
in process, this proposition would take on some 
meaning. Unfortunately, in view of all the broken 
promises and a three-year record of non-co- 
operation, it can be little better than so much 
campaign bunk, Russian style.

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Biography of a Statistic 

“Fine,” says the New York Times of the safety 
record of the railroads for the past 10 years. 
That record is concentrated into a statistic: Pas- 
senger injury rate, 2.83 per hundred million 
passenger miles. 

Statistically. you would have to travel more 
than 30,000,000 miles on a railroad train before 
you would run any risk of being killed or 
injured. 

Statistically, the 2.83 looks fine. for there is 
some danger in any form of traveling. It still 
may look creditable to many people when it is 
unfolded into the more than 5000 dead and the 
more than 25,000 injured who make it up. 

But what happens to the 2.83 when it is un- 
folded still further, into the only terms in which 
it becomes intelligible—in terms of the wrecks 
that compose it? 

Was it a fine safety record when 24 were 
killed on a Pennsylvania railroad train speeding 
65 miles an hour round a curve where the speed 
limit was 35 miles an hour? 

When 34 were killed on the Great Northern 


some of its cars had spilled onto an adjacent 
track and a northbound train, unwarned, piled 
into the wreckage? 

When 79 were killed on the Pennsylvania be- 
cause an obsolete friction bearing—which would 
have been giving no trouble if it had been a 
modern roller bearing—broke? 

All these and many other of the wrecks that 
make up the “fine” statistic of 2.83 were avoid- 
able and inexcusable. They came about because 
railroad companies failed to equip their trains 
with the devices necessary to safety under mod- 
ern conditions, or because train crews were too 
careless to observe the rules. 
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Are the Armed Forces United? 

Secretary Royall said in an address here that 
the armed forces are being united and that 
eventually their union will be complete. We 
certainly hope so, but the reports of impartial 
observers do not bear him out. 

Marshall Andrews, military specialist of the 
Washington Post, says there is no central organ- 
ization to draw up a single defense plan or to 
make all the services abide by it if one could be 
drawn up. 

Roscoe Drummond, chief of the Washington 
bureau of the Christian Science Monitor, says 
there is “almost complete disunity” among 
Army, Navy and Air Force—worse than before 
the unification act was passed last year. 

Look magazine says “bickering, divided effort 
and jealousy” among the services have increased 
since the unification act and, unless the act is 
amended, a large part of the $15,000,000,000 
being spent this year for national defense “will 
be wasted.” 

What's wrong? 

Among those who say the unification is a 
mess, there is complete agreement as to the 
cause. The three services lack a single head 
with the authority to unify them. 

Nominally the Secretary of Defense is head 
of all three services, but he doesn’t possess the 
authority to enforce decisions. Any one of the 
services can go over his head to the President, 
under the unification act. In practice it turns 
out that they can go over his head to Congress 
also. 

So the three services can't agree on a single 
budget, but submit three budgets, each highly 
preferential to its own branch, and askings of 
six to nine billion dollars above the limit have to 
be whittled down to size by non-military Con- 
gressmen instead of by military specialists as 
they should be. 

At the same time, a decision of top policy—- 
whether the Navy or the Air Force is to be the 
supreme striking arm—is held in abeyance, and 
dangerously so. 

Plainly what the unification act needs to do is 
to unify. Plainly the way to do it is to empower 
the Secretary of Defense to bring it about, and 
for the President and Congress to make sure he 
does it.

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More Support for the Bond Issue 

Support of the Building and Construction 
Trades Council for the $16,000,000 slum clear- 
ance bond issue may have been taken for 
granted by some. After all, the project means 
thousands of hours of work for members of 
unions affiliated with the Council. 

The organization, however, acted in a more 
high-minded way, actually having withheld ap- 
proval until the Aldermen adopted the pledge 
that no person would be moved from the “east 
of Grand-area until suitable housing is available 
elsewhere.” 

As the Council said, the project “‘will enable 
St. Louis not only to improve its appearance but 
will eventually provide more adequate housing 
for its increasing population. At the same time, 
the improvement should attract more business 
firms to locate here and enable St. Louis to 
maintain and improve its leadership among 
cities.” 

It is, in short, a community necessity.

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Toward National Balance 
In the middle 30s President Roosevelt gave 
the South the distinction of being “the nation’s 
No. 1 problem.” Since Mr. Roosevelt coined 
this phrase, substantial progress has been made 
toward narrowing the gap between the standard 
of living of the South and the rest of the 
country. 

Farm price guarantees have helped; through 
the war and until recent months farm prices in- 
deed ran ahead of the psrity schedule.

Boon to Soviet Propaganda 


If the Soviet regime is bruta!,. the long- 
est-suffering victims are the peoples of 
Russia. The first atomic bomb dropped on 
Moscow will create a hatred of America 
which will not be extinguished in genera- 
tions. “Previews” of this event in Ameri- 
can magazines can be only welcome to the 
Soviet propagandists. 

Even more tragic can be the impact on 
the American mind. 

Our generation has seen a deterioration 
of standards which it took centuries to es- 
tablish. We have seen slavery, torture, 
killing of hostages. To these resurrected 
ancient cruelties, we have added new ones 
-—-human extermination camps, forced 
shifts of millions, mass bombing of cities. 

True, it was the countries ruled by mili- 
tarists or, more recently, totalitarian dic- 
tatorships. nationalist or Communist, who 
have initiated these cruelties. But in many 
instances, opposing democracies, after a 
brief period of indignation, took over and 
even improved the new methods of crush- 
ing military resistance and keeping down 
unruly populations. 

There is a rule that “bad money” always 
displaces. “good money” from circulation. 
Is there a similar law that lower standards 
must displace higher ones in warfare (and 
also in preparation for war, as witnessed 
by the present spread of intolerance in 
American political life)? 


Slaughter Without a Qualm 


The Germans began terror bombing. 
American a long stuck to the 
pretense that we bombed only “military 
objectives” with “pin-point accuracy.” 
Probably, this was done out of considera- 


our political, not our military planners, 
that we could expect recognition of the 
madness of this conventional military 
thinking. But when the political party 
which expects to come into power this year 
forgets even to mention the atomic bomb 
or atomic energy in its platform (while 
the minor party which aspires to leader- 
ship in the struggle for peace is satisfied 
with a meaningless party-line platitude 
calling for “dismantling of atomic bombs”), 
the hope from professional politicians ap- 
pears dim indeed. 


No Plea for Appeasement 


Our hope must rest with the peoples. 
The American people must not permit 
themselves the smug satisfaction that all 
they have to do is to remain “tough,” since 
if need be, they can win another war. By 
holding out the hope that destruction of 
industrial centers of Russia will end the 
war without heavy losses and before the 
Russians would get a chance to retaliate 
on American cities, our aerial strategists 
appeal—we are sure without intent—to 
that great pacifier of uneasy consciences, 
the hope for immunity. 


It is not meant that we should retreat 
and sacrifice more nations to the totali- 
tarian rule. We cannot save our souls by 
refusing to stand by our friends and our 
principles. But whenever it comes to sarc- 
rifices of wealth or pride or sovereignty, 
let us remember the alternative to peace. 
The alternative is to force Americans to 
commit, in the name of self-preservation, 
deeds of surpassing brutality. 


Since this was written, a second article 
by Gen. Spaatz has appeared in Life, Fol- 
lowing are its final paragraphs: 


“To the present postwar crisis we 
Americans have been heavy, if unwitting 
contributors. In Germany we ruined an 
industrial and commercial complex that 
must be rebuilt if Europe is ever to stand 
on its own feet again. In Japan-we per- 
sisted in carrying the war to the home 
cities of an already beaten enemy. 

“Yet powerful groups in both countries 
had long before the end recognized that 
their war was lost. Had we been able to 
solve this basic human problem, which lay 
in the realm of politics, the war might 
have been brought to a satisfactory end 
before both countries had been hammered 
to almost irretrievable ruin.

Pittsburgh Plus.

Small Concrete Work. 
AYBE one of the reasons 
why many people never get 
to do any concrete work 

around the place is that most of 
the mixing proportions for con- 
crete read like a recipe-for feed- 
ing an army. When you want to 
patch a sMall crack in a concrete 
sidewalk you can get scared away 
when someone says, “Take one 
bag of concrete and mix—.” Any- 
way, here is a little recipe for 
mixing concrete that does fine for 
most home concrete jobs, 

Use one pail of Portland-cement, 
two and one-fourth pails of sand 
and three pails of gravel. If the 
sand has an average amount of 
moisture (a vague statement if 
you ask me) use two thirds of a 
pail of water. If the sand is wet 
cut this down to about one half 
of a pail of water. 

Start out with a couple of pails 
both the same size. One pail 
should be used only for the ce- 
ment as this must remain dry un- 
til mixing. The other pail is used 
for the sand, gravel and water. 

Find a nice watertight surface | 
like the concrete garage floor or) 
a wheelbarrow and pour out the 
right amount of sand. Over this | 
goes the dry ceMent and then you 
mix until they are blended togeth- | 
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er. Spread out this mixture and 
pour in the gravel. When the 
gravel is blended in with the sand 
and cement, you add the water 
and keep mixing until your back 
gets tired or all the particles sre 
covered with a cement paste. You 
now have concrete.

More About New Deals at Gin. 


HEN your opponent picks up 
s hand and offers you a 
new deal, if you have a good 
hand you wil! refuse automatically, 
and with a bad hand you will ac- 
cept almost equally automatically. 
If you hold a poor hand you will 
base your decision as to whether 
to accept or refuse on your knowl- 
edge of just how liberal your op- 
ponent is with such offers. 

If he belongs to that class of 
gin players who never offer a new 
deal if their hands have any possi- 
bilities at all you wil! refuse since 
you will be very certain that his 
hand is even worse than yours. If 
he is liberal with his offers you 
will be equally liberal with your 
acceptances and will only refuse a 
new deal when your hand is fair 
or better. 

The above is pretty good general 
procedure but it ignores the most 
important factor in new deal of- 
fers. I refer to the score situation. 

If you are leading in the game 
by a score such as 95 to 40 and 
have a lot of high card combina- 
tienms but no matched sets what- 
soever, a new deal is to your ad- 
vantage, even though you are sure 
that your .opponent’s hand is 
worse than yours. The reason is 
that if you have bad luck and fail 
to match your high cards while 
he is lucky and matches his, you 
are likely to wind up losing a lot 
of points, and maybe the whole 
game. It is far better for you 
to get a new hand, which is not 
going to cost you much if it turns 
out to be a loser. 

Conversely, if your opponent 
leads 95 to 40 you dont want a 
new deal under any circumstances. 
He will only grant it to you if 
he has a very bad hand himself, 
in which case you would rather 
play on. If you both start with 
bad hands there is a chance that 
one of you will wind up scoring a 
lot of points. If you both start 
with good hands the winner prob- 
ably will gain only a little.

It was agreed, even by North 
himself, that the double of four 
spades was extremely injudicious, 
but something of a controversy 
arose in respect to East's redou- 
ble. After the hand was over, 
Soath stated that he would have 
passed and accepted the double if 
Ea@st had stayed silent, but that 
the prospect of defending against 
a redoubled contract had not ap- 
pealed to him, and that he had 
made his rescue effort as the les- 
ser of evils. Since West would 
have made five-odd at a spade 
contract, losing only one diamond 
and one club, the penalty collect- 
ed by his side against five dia- 
monds—only two tricks, 500 points 
—was quite unsatisfactory. West 
claimed that his partner should 
have let well enough alone, and 
not incited the opponents to 
“save.” 

It is particularly difficult to set- 
tle this type of argument. The 
question of what a specific oppo- 
nent (in this case, South) will or 
will not do when confronted by a 
redouble, can be solved only on a 
basis of intimate bridge acquaint- 
ance with that player. In the ab 
sence of conflicting evidence we 
must accept South’s word for it 
that he would have passed if East 
had done likewise, and We can 
see, of course, that North would 
have been “stuck” with his own 
previous rashness. However, there 
is no denying that East’s aggres- 
siveness might have paid high 
dividends.
